House fires suspicious: Cops

One home under construc¬ 
tion was fully engulfed in 
flames with another two 
receiving less damage ear¬ 
ly yesterday morning in a 
series of fires on a new 
Dartmouth street that po¬ 
lice say is suspicious. 

“The general investiga¬ 
tive section will investigate 
it as what will no doubt be 
an arson,” said Halifax Re¬ 
gional Police Const. Jeff 
Carr. 

At 5:51 a.m., someone 
reported a fire at a nearly 
completed house at Lot 
225 on Marshall Street 
near Avenue du Portage in 
Dartmouth’s east end. 
When fire officials arrived 
on the scene, the unoccu¬ 
pied home was engulfed in 
flames. 

CBC reported last night 
the house was recently 
purchased and was to be¬ 
come occupied by a family 
with a young child in the 
next few weeks. 

“The house was fully in¬ 
volved. We went into a de¬ 
fensive attack initially,” 
said fire spokesperson 
Mike Blackburn. “Once the 
fire was knocked down, we 
were able to enter the first 


level only. The structure is 
now unsafe due to possible 
collapse.” 

Fire damage was later 
discovered inside two oth¬ 
er nearby homes also un¬ 
der construction. Carr said 
there was damage in the 
basement of one of these 
homes, and the main level 


of the other. 

“They’re the only three 
houses apparently in that 
immediate vicinity. It’s a 
new area under develop¬ 
ment and those are the 
first three homes — one 
was near completion and 
the other two were at earli¬ 
er stages,” Carr said. 


“But with fires inside all 
three of them, obviously 
it’s suspicious.” 

Investigators spent the 
entire day looking through 
and around the homes for 
evidence. 

The homes all belong to 
the same developer, K.J. 
Ghandi.

Taser inquiry to be webcast 


court The inquiry into 
how and why Howard 
Hyde died in police cus¬

Judge Anne Derrick 
ruled yesterday in Halifax 
provincial court the in¬ 
quiry will be webcast 
when it begins July 6. 

It will be the first fatality 
inquiry in Nova Scotia to 
be aired live online, lead 
counsel Dan MacRury con¬ 
firmed yesterday. 

“It’s a step forward in 
the administration of jus¬ 
tice,” said MacRury. “The 
inquiry’s whole purpose is 
to ask questions ... (about) 


what happened to Mr. 
Hyde and to be as transpar¬ 
ent as possible. I think it’s 
important the general pub¬ 
lic know what’s going on.” 

Hyde, 45, died Nov. 22, 
2007, about 30 hours after 
Halifax Regional Police 
shocked him with a stun 
gun at their headquarters. 
The Dartmouth man had a 
history of paranoid schizo¬ 
phrenia. 

MacRury said the web¬ 
cast will also allow Hyde’s 
family south of the border 
to follow the inquiry, 
which was ordered by the 
province last fall.

Auditor general cites ‘significant deficiencies' in IT security

Premier denies recommendations ignored 


Valuable information is at 
risk of being stolen from 
government computers, 
the province's auditor gen¬ 
eral reported yesterday. 

Jacques Lapointe said 
the province’s computer 
security is not strong 
enough, and information 
such as driver’s licences, 
birth certificates or finan¬ 
cial information could be 
stolen by hackers. 

“Information on com¬ 
puters is always at risk. 
It’s a question of how 
much,” Lapointe said. 

“What we are saying is 
certainly the IT organiza¬ 
tion in this government is 
not doing anywhere near 
what it needs to do to pro¬ 
tect that information.” 

The warning came as 
part of Lapointe’s spring 
report to the legislature. 
The report concluded 
that there were “signifi¬ 
cant deficiencies” in IT 
security. 

Lapointe said the 
province faces a deluge of 
viruses and attempted in¬ 
truders daily and needs to 
improve its systems. 

The report includes 21 
recommendations to beef 
up security. 

Premier Rodney Mac¬ 
Donald said his staff 
would take the recom¬ 
mendations seriously, but 
he believes the province’s 
IT systems are safe. He 
said the Tories have in¬ 
vested heavily in the IT 
field and plan to invest 
more as part of their stim¬ 
ulus plan. 

The premier used the is¬ 
sue to try to put pressure 
on the opposition to pass 
his party’s budget. 

“It takes significant in-

Jacques Lapointe tabled his 
spring report to the 
legislature yesterday and 
scolded the government for 
only implementing 39 per 
cent of his recommendations 
since 2006.

education For math prose- 
lytizer Dr. Arvind Gupta, 
the financial meltdown is 
only the thin edge of the 
wedge. 

“That’s a game,” Gupta 
said yesterday, sitting a 
short walk from the foot 
of Bay Street. “The finan¬ 
cial system is there to sell 
you instruments that 
make them money. And 
people don’t understand 
what they’re buying.” 

For Gupta, the math 
problem in this country is 
deeper and more 
systemic. 

“If we had more mathe¬ 
matical sophistication, we 
could reason better about 
the world around us,” he 
said. “The truth is, I meet 
a lot of mathematicians 
who don’t understand 
their finances. Very few of 
us understand what hap¬ 
pened in this economic 
crisis.” 

That’s a measure of how 
complex the world has be¬ 
come. And as the numbers 
grow more abstract, Gup¬ 
ta warns, our ability to 
process them continues to 
recede. He quotes studies 
showing that kids start 
out loving math — 85 per 
cent of them say so in 
Grade 3. By Grade 8, that 
number has nose-dived to 
25 per cent. Gupta 
believes that has a lot to 
do with the weak math 
skills of average adult 
Canadians. 

“You’ve got this whole 
population who are at this 
middling level... Their 
parents are starting to 
struggle. The teachers 
aren’t really well versed 
beyond that level.”

Two Canadian diplomats 
and two European tourists 
held hostage by al Qaida’s 
north African wing in the 
Sahara desert have been 
released, a spokesman for 
Mali’s president said yes¬ 
terday. 

Canadian Robert Fowler, 
a United Nations envoy to 
Niger, disappeared with 
his aide last December, 
while four tourists — two 
Swiss, a German and a 
Briton — were kidnapped 
on the Mali-Niger border in 
January. 

“We confirm the release 
of four hostages,” Seydou 


Cissouma, a spokesman 
for Mali’s president, told 
Reuters. He said they were 
the Canadians and two fe¬ 
male tourists. 

The freed tourists are 
from Switzerland and Ger¬ 
many. 

Earlier this month, a 
Malian security source said 
a team of mediators was 
negotiating the release of 
the European tourists. 

Sources at the United Na¬ 
tions confirmed Fowler 
and his assistant, Louis 
Guay, were free.

U.S. Secretary of State 
Hillary Clinton yesterday 
threatened crippling sanc¬ 
tions against Iran if it did 
not end its nuclear 
program after Tehran 
offered talks with major 
powers.

“We are also laying the

Clinton’s tough talk 
came as Iran, in a state¬ 
ment, said it believed dis¬ 
cussions could resolve dis¬ 
putes between the Islamic 
republic and the West, but 
it said Tehran would press 
ahead with its work to de¬ 
velop atomic energy. 

The statement was 
Tehran’s response to an in¬ 
vitation this month by six 
world powers to discuss 
the nuclear issue, accord¬ 
ing to Iranian television.

Countries from around 
the world are scheduled to 
meet in Copenhagen in De¬ 
cember to try to embrace a 
new plan for attacking cli¬ 
mate change problems. 

“Unless we stand and de¬ 
liver by enacting strong, 
mandatory nationwide cli¬ 
mate and energy legisla¬ 
tion, the effort to negotiate 
a new international agree¬ 
ment will come up short,” 
Stern said. 

He said the Obama ad¬ 


ministration will unveil a 
series of proposals to be 
discussed in Copenhagen. 
An April 24 deadline for 
those plans can only be ex¬ 
tended slightly, he said.

Naivete and international hypocrisy 


“Morin’s mother has threatened to sue the 
Canadian government for negligence if it 
doesn’t do more to help her daughter.” 



If pirates were holding 
Nathalie Morin and her 
three children hostage 
would the Canadian govern¬ 
ment rescue her? 

Morin, 24, is the Canadian 
woman who claims her Sau¬ 
di husband Samir Said 
Ramthi Al-Bishi — whom 
she met in Canada — is hold¬ 
ing her against her will in 
the kingdom, infamous for 
its appalling women’s rights 
record. Morin’s mother has 
threatened to sue the Cana¬ 
dian government for negli¬ 
gence if it doesn’t do more to 
help her daughter. 

Morin moved to Saudi Ara¬ 
bia in 2005, taking the Cana- 
dian-bom child she had with 


Bishi with her. The couple 
has since had two more chil¬ 
dren, one of whom — ac¬ 
cording to Morin’s mother 
— was conceived after rape. 

Morin, who complained to 
her mother Bishi beats her 
and will not let her leave 
their apartment alone, visit¬ 
ed Canada in 2006, but re¬ 
turned to Saudi Arabia say¬ 
ing she couldn’t be without 
her children. Since then, 
Bishi has apparently refused 
to give her permission to 
travel, a requirement in the 
ultra-conservative kingdom. 

Alleged marital rape? No 
leaving the house or travel 
without your husband’s per¬ 
mission? Sound familiar? 


Surely questions that 
should trouble Canada 
where horrified headlines re¬ 
cently chastised Afghan Pres¬ 
ident Hamid Karzai for sign¬ 
ing a law that allowed mari¬ 
tal rape and barred women 
from leaving home without 
a husband’s permission. 

Where are the horrified 
headlines over women’s 
rights in Saudi Arabia? Morin 
admitted it was a mistake to 
move to Saudi Arabia, so 
those who want her to lie in 
the bed she made of her own 
naivete can move on. 

But it is precisely those 
shouting “she should’ve 
known better” who should 
answer my pirate question. 


Did they blame U.S. Capt. 
Richard Philips and his crew 
for sailing along a stretch of 
water where Somali pirates 
had taken dozens of 
hostages? 

I don’t believe invasions 
can liberate women. Laws 
that guarantee equality and 
protect women’s rights are 
more important than guns 
and tanks. But as a Muslim 
woman who has lived in Sau¬ 
di Arabia and experienced 
that country’s gender 
apartheid firsthand, I also 
know that when it comes to 
women’s rights and interna¬ 
tional outcries some coun¬ 
tries, to borrow from George 
Orwell, are more equal than 
others.

loved from the time 
she arrived two 
months ago by 
simply raising f , 
the issue of the 
candy she saw re¬ 
cently in a New 
Zealand store. 

“Calling someone an Eski¬ 
mo is no longer responsible,” 
said the 21-year-old who is 
from Nunavut, but has been 
on an extended work holiday 
in New Zealand. 

“When I was a kid, they 
used to call me a dirty Eski¬ 
mo girl and it’s a term that 
shouldn’t be used anymore 
especially on a candy. Is it 
right that people go around 
eating shapes of people of an¬ 
other culture?” 


The Eskimo Lolly, de¬ 
scribed as “cherished” and a 
“treasure” to New Zealan¬ 
ders, is a multi-coloured 
marshmallow candy in the 
shape of a person wearing a 
thick hooded jacket in front 
of an igloo. 

Veevee Parsons, who is 
working at an organic farm 
near the city of Rotoma, said 
she made the com¬ 
ments to a TV sta¬ 
tion after being in¬ 
terviewed at a 
tourist information 
booth she was visit¬ 
ing. 

Ever since the story 
about her complaint 
went on one TV station 
earlier this week, Veevee 
Parsons has been interviewed 
nearly a dozen times and 
viewers and readers have 
been responding by the thou¬ 
sands to her concerns. Most 
of the response has been per¬ 
sonal attacks against Veevee 
Parsons including some 
telling her to go home and 
others insisting she shut up. 

Daniel Ellis, spokesman for 
Cadbury/Pascall, the marker 
of the candy in New Zealand, 
said in an interview he’s been 
surprised by the strong pub¬ 
lic opinions provoked by 
Veevee Parsons’ comments.

Like cottage owner CB, 
most of us head to the cot¬ 
tage to relax, using “It’s OK, 
it’s just the cottage” as an 
excuse to avoid regular 
maintenance and much- 
needed repairs. Although 
CB’s party deck off the front 
of the cottage had a roof, 
the floor had been built on 
an angle. The railings were

The mois¬ 
ture sandwich of carpet, 
plywood and deck boards 
was rotting out from under 
them thanks to a leaking 
hot tub, and to top it all off, 
his prized sports car — 
parked under the structure 
— was in danger of having a 
rooftop deck. 

I taught CB how to re¬ 
place the support posts 
and structure of the deck 
to bring it up to code and 
make it level. I also taught 
him how to replace the 
decking to allow for 
drainage. We built railings 
that were not only up to 
code, but also allowed for a 
great view of the lake.

The Halifax real estate 
market rarely booms, 
which means it rarely 
busts, making it a good 
option for first-time 
buyers, experts say. 

“It is a good time to buy 
right now, because of the 
increase in the RRSP limit 
and first-time homebuyers’ 
tax credit,” explains Nora 
Landry of Century 21. “The 
other thing is the lowest 
interest rate we’ve had for 
as long as I can remem¬ 
ber.” 

Hot spots for new buyers 
are Sackville, Eastern Pas¬ 
sage, downtown Dart¬ 
mouth, Forest Hills and 
Montebello. They can ex¬ 
pect to pay $150,000 for a 
semi-detached in Forest 
Hills or $140,000 in East¬ 
ern Passage. 

“If it’s a young family, 
they’re looking for schools 
and a family-friendly 
neighbourhood,” she said. 


Lifestyle issues like 
whether buyers prefer to 
be near night clubs or na¬ 
ture, along with what sort 
of commute they’ll toler¬ 
ate, determine location. 

Local amenities, level of 
public transportation and 
property taxes also factor 
in. “Basically, they’re look¬ 
ing to see a safe return on 
their investment. They 
look in the newspapers 
and see everybody’s scared 
to death on the stock mar¬ 
ket, so they want to make 
sure they’re in a safe-in¬ 
vestment neighbourhood.” 


Some buyers are less 
worried about purchasing 
fixer-uppers because they 
can take advantage of the 
home-renovations tax 
credit. “It doesn’t make 
them decide to buy a 
house, but it certainly 
helps when they look at 
the overall plan,” Landry 
says. 

Terry Campbell of Re- 
Max Nova finds many first¬ 
time buyers would love to 
live on the peninsula, but 
money forces them to the 
outskirts. Sackville, Tim- 
berlea, Forest Hills, Colby 


and Eastern Passage are 
popular areas and real-es¬ 
tate newbies generally 
want to stay below the 
$210,000 mark. That leads 
them to semi-detached and 
townhouses. 

“They’re really looking 
for new to 15 years old ... 
where they can stay for 
three to five years, build 
up some equity and then 
move on to the next prop¬ 
erty, which will be a little 
more what they’re looking 
for,” he explains. 

The main motivation is 
to get out of renting. 

“They’d love to be on the 
peninsula, but really it 
would only be the Hydros¬ 
tone area. It’s very elite as 
far as the first-time home 
buyers who want to get in¬ 
to a character home and 
have to do work.” 

Fresh from years in 
apartments, most new buy¬ 
ers shun condos, although 
some singles do take that 
route for convenience and 
the chance to live down¬ 
town.

Do your homework: Experts

Owning property may 
cause renters to rejoice at 
the thought of actually 
having something to show 
for the money they’re 
spending. But realtor 
Aprhodite Karamitsanis 
warns not to let that initial 
thrill become overkill. 

“First-time buyers are 
very enthusiastic and 
sometimes very unrealistic 
about what they can afford 
and what they’d like to 
own,” said Karamitsanis, 
the Calgary-based agent for 
Royal LePage Canada. 

Completing one’s finan¬ 
cial homework — particu¬ 
larly determining down 
payment and monthly pay¬ 
ments — is the most criti¬ 
cal thing for first-time buy¬ 
ers to do before they begin 
even looking at properties, 
so they understand what 
they can afford, she said. 
Then, the first considera¬ 
tion should be “location, 
location, location.” 

“Sweat equity” is also 
something first-time buy¬ 
ers should consider when 
purchasing a home, she 
said. That’s how much 
work one is willing to 
spend renovating areas of 


the home to build financial 
equity. Kitchens and bath¬ 
rooms are the most expen¬ 
sive rooms to renovate, she 
said, so she recommends 
new buyers work from the 
bottom up. “If they buy a 
home with an unfinished 
basement, one of the best 
ways to build equity is to 
finish the basement.” 

Manual labour must be a 
labour of love when decid¬ 
ing to buy a home — the 
chief difference between 
owning a house and a con¬ 
dominium, said Toronto 
realtor Robert Doyle of 
Bosley Real Estate. 

“With a condominium, 
you really only own what’s 
behind your door and 
maybe a parking spot. The 


whole benefit of owner¬ 
ship is being able to plant 
your garden and grow your 
grass and shovel your 
driveway in the winter ... 
the true Canadian activity 
of home ownership,” he 
said with a chuckle. 

The grass isn’t the only 
thing necessarily greener 
with home ownership. 
Homes and condos alike 
are increasingly embracing 
eco-friendly technologies. 

“There’s definitely an ad¬ 
vantage to buying green. 
We have the technology 
now that we can make 
things more efficient, safer 
and better for the environ¬ 
ment, not only for our¬ 
selves, but for generations 
afterwards.”

Inviting birds to 
your backyard

I ith gor¬ 
geous 
spring 
weather 
greeting me 
more often on these morn¬ 
ings, I am starting to watch 
the birds as they go about 
their springtime business. 

And I’m well aware of 
what business that is. Last 
spring, my husband and I 
were awoken by the daily 
insistent peeping of baby 
birds at 6 a.m. 

I am land of looking for¬ 
ward to it. Kind of, because 
I do not normally rise that 
early, but the antics of a 
bird family is absorbing, in¬ 
teresting and quite often 
humorous. Maybe I’m get¬ 
ting old, but it’s a lot better 
than some of the television 
shows I watch. 

Besides providing a daily 
show of chirping, warbling, 
squawking and flapping 
about, birds also impart 
benefits such as eating mos¬ 
quitoes. Yes, they keep ear¬ 
ly hours; yes, they can 
make a racket and yes, they 
can nibble on your own 
strawberries or sweet cher¬ 
ries. And yes, they some¬ 
times build nests in places 
you may not prefer. 

But these things can be 
managed. Besides, the 
pleasure they give by just 
being there is considerable. 
For most of us, there is also 
some satisfaction in provid¬ 
ing a habitat that supports

and nurtures birds. 

Even if your yard is small, 
there are some basics to 
making your yard more 
friendly for birds. Put out 
the welcome sign by plant¬ 
ing some suitable species. 
That means plants that will 
provide some of the basic 
needs that birds have: food, 
shelter and nesting sites. 

To provide food, plant 
trees, shrubs and plants 
with berries or seed heads. 
Mountain ash, with its or¬ 
ange berries, is one tree 
that birds love. Other 
shrubs and plants that 
birds love for their fruit or 
berries are holly or mulber¬ 
ry bushes, flowering dog¬ 
wood and Virginia creeper. 

Plant flowers with seed 
pods such as coneflowers, 
black-eyed susans, sedums, 
sunflowers and asters. 
Don’t be too quick to clean 
up garden waste, since 
twigs and leaves are used to 
build nests in spring. 

When you choose trees 
and plants to populate your 
yard, stick to native trees 
which birds recognize and 
are familiar with, such as 
mountain ash, silver birch, 
hawthome, crab apple and 
hazel. If you’ve got a large 
yard, larger trees such as 
oak and beech provide 


habitat for birds which pop¬ 
ulate a higher niche in the 
canopy. 

Untrimmed hedges of na¬ 
tive species provide superi¬ 
or habitat to a wide range 
of birds. Plant climbing 
vines against fences and 
walls, increasing the 
amount of habitat. 

If you put out birdhouses 
or boxes, be patient. Some¬ 
times, birds are suspicious 
of something that looks 
new, and will only venture 
close when the box starts to 
weather. If you put out bird 
feeders, you will need to ex¬ 
periment with different 
seeds, as you’ll need to dis¬ 
cover what works in your 
area. Another important re¬ 
quirement for locating 
birdfeeders and houses is 
that they should be out of 
the reach of the huge num¬ 
ber of roaming neighbour¬ 
hood cats. Finally, birds 
need water as well, so a 
bird-bath, close to a bush or 
tree for those times when a 
quick escape is necessary, 
helps put out the welcome 
mat as well. 

Then, you can sit back 
and enjoy the show!

A home valued at $350,000 could pay off as much as an extra $1,000 a month if you turn your base¬ 
ment into a rental suite, says Income Property host Scott McGillivray. 


Rental suite can be 


a great investment

Is your mortgage 
weighing you down and 
draining your monthly cof¬ 
fers? Maybe it’s time to 
put that empty basement 
to work for you by turning 
it into a legal rental suite. 

Scott McGillivray, host of 
the hit show Income Prop¬ 
erty on HGTV, says many 
homeowners, particularly 
first-timers, don’t quite re¬ 
alize how much income 
potential lurks within 
their own home. 

“A lot of first-time buyers 
don’t even consider having 
an income suite in their 
home and everyone should 
consider it. It’s a great in¬ 
vestment for the future,” 
McGillivray said. 

With the right circum¬ 


stances and proper renova¬ 
tions, a home valued at 
just $350,000 could pay off 
as much as an extra $1,000 
every month with a good 
apartment unit, he says. 

When looking for a 
home with income poten¬ 
tial, don’t go overboard, 
McGillivray says — choose 
practicality over fantasy. 

“Be modest with what 
you can afford and be rea¬ 
sonable with what you real¬ 
ly need. Don’t be greedy,” 
McGillivray said. 

One of the biggest mis¬ 
takes McGillivray sees 
homeowners make is dy¬ 
ing to rent out a dingy 
basement apartment with¬ 
out renovating it. Invest 
some money, he says, and 
make your basement 
apartment somewhere you 
would personally love to 
live — it’ll lead to better 


tenants and higher rents in 
the long run. 

“If you’re going to rent 
out a space, make sure 
that it’s up to you own 
standards. Don’t expect 
people will settle for less 
than you would settle for. 
Rather than charging less, 
fix the place up so you can 
charge more. You’ll get 
better tenants that way,” 
McGillivray said. 

If you’re thinking of 
buying a home with some 
extra income potential, 
McGillivray suggests look¬ 
ing for a few things: 

• A separate entrance. It al¬ 
lows for privacy and con¬ 
venience. 

• Good ceiling height. If 
it’s too low for you to live 
in, it’s too low to rent. 

• Decent window sizes. 
Light is important and 
makes an apartment much 
more livable. 

• Extra parking. A spot can 
be worth $100 per month. 

If the seller says the 
property is already tenant¬ 
ed, check to make sure 
and ask to see an up-to- 
date zoning permit for the 
apartment. 

“Know what you’re get¬ 
ting yourself into and 
don’t make assumptions. 
Be smart and look into 
things,” McGillivray said. 

Be aware that many sub¬ 
urban areas don’t allow 
rental apartments in pri¬ 
vate homes, so check to 
make sure having an apart¬ 
ment is legal before count¬ 
ing rental income in your 
home-buying calculations. 

McGillivray hopes more 
people will consider using 
their home to generate ex¬ 
tra income. 

“It’s all about taking ac¬ 
tion. If you can get your 
house to work for you, do 
it!” McGillivray said.

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No reason to fear the ‘M’ word, experts say

For most new home 
buyers that don’t have the 
capital to fully pay for 
their property, the 
pleasure of purchase can 
be oft overshadowed by 
the dreaded ‘M’ word. 

“A lot of people have the 
idea that a mortgage is ac¬ 
tually the biggest debt of 
their life,” said Bruna Ana- 
cleto, Toronto mortgage 
specialist for Royal Bank 
of Canada. “It’s really not. 
It’s an investment.” 

It’s also the only proper¬ 
ty loan homebuyers can 
acquire, outside of one 
from family and friends. 
And the first step Anacleto 
recommends toward ac¬ 
quiring a mortgage is ob¬ 
taining a pre-approval, 
which she said both quali¬ 
fies you for the loan and 
gives you a sense of how 
much you’re financially 
qualified to purchase. 

“People tend to dream a 
little and think their fi¬ 
nancial situation is one 
way, but it might actually 
be another,” she said. So 
before setting your heart 
on that $500,000 dream 
home, a pre-approval will 
assess if you can really af¬ 
ford it. “You may think, 
with your salary, you can, 
but you’re not taking into 
consideration your debt 
load.” 

And what qualifies as 
debt isn’t always so appar¬ 
ent. Anacleto said most 
people don’t know that a 
line of credit, for example, 
counts as debt, in full. 
“You may have a zero bal¬ 
ance on that line of credit, 
but we assume that you’ve 
withdrawn the whole 
thing,” she said. “The rea¬ 
son for that is because 
that’s credit you can ob¬ 
tain at any point in time, 
so we want to ensure you 
can pay that back if that 
happens.” 

Paying back a mortgage 
over tens of years may 
seem like a daunting task. 
But there are strategic

gage knacks: 

You can pre-pay 15 per cent 
of your original mortgage 
balance each year. If complet¬ 
ed yearly, your mortgage 
would be paid off in about 
seven years.

ways to do it. Barry Rath- 
burn is a mobile mortgage 
specialist for TD Canada 
Trust on Vancouver Island. 
He recommends accelerat¬ 
ing your payment by pay¬ 
ing an amount higher 
than the minimum re¬

After a seemingly endless 
winter, we look forward to 
warm weather and the 
first vegetables of the sea¬ 
son: asparagus, early 
greens and rhubarb. But 
between those first crops 
(usually May) and the lin¬ 
gering winter storage veg¬ 
etables (carrots, cabbage 
and squash), greenhouse 
vegetables are a welcom¬ 
ing fresh taste — and 
locally grown. 

As our short summers 


limit the quanity of field 
vegetables grown, Canada 
has been at the forefront 
of greenhouse production 
for decades.

From Foodland Ontario, 
this colourful salad made 
with greenhouse peppers

INGREDIENTS: 

• 2 each red, yellow and 
orange greenhouse 
peppers 

• 3 tbsp (45 ml) extra 
virgin olive oil 

• 1 tbsp (15 ml) balsamic 
or red wine vinegar 

• 1 clove garlic, minced 


• Salt and pepper 

• 1/3 cup (75 ml) crumbled 
goat cheese 

• 1/4 cup (50 ml) torn fresh 
basil leaves 

METHOD: 

Cut each pepper into quar¬ 
ters, discarding seeds and 
stems. Place on a barbecue 
grill over medium heat. 
Grill until softened and just 
lightly charred, 15 to 20 
minutes, turning as needed. 

Whisk together oil, 
vinegar, garlic, salt and 
pepper to taste. Slice pep¬ 
pers into strips and toss 
with dressing in a large 
bowl. Place on serving 
plate, sprinkle with goat 
cheese and basil.

Fragrant Lamb 
with Spinach 

INGREDIENTS: 

2 tbsp (25 ml) canola oil 
2 onions, minced 
4 garlic cloves, crushed 
2-in. (5-cm) piece fresh gin¬ 
ger, peeled and chopped 

1 red chili pepper, seeded,

1/2 tsp (2 ml) salt 
1/2 cup (125 ml) plain yo¬ 
gurt 

1/4 cup (50 ml) sour cream 

1 lb (500 g) lean boneless 
lamb, cubed 

2 large tomatoes, chopped 
1 bag (10 oz/225 g) fresh 
baby spinach 

4 tbsp (60 ml) chopped 
fresh cilantro 
Fresh cilantro sprigs 

METHOD: 

1. Heat oil in large pot 


over medium heat. Add 
onions, garlic and ginger; 
saute, stirring frequently, 
until onions are golden, 10 
minutes. 

2. Stir in chili pepper, pa¬ 
prika, cumin, coriander, 
white pepper, cinnamon, 
cardamom seeds, bay 
leaves and salt. Stir briefly 
over medium heat. Stir yo- 
gourt and sour cream 
together, then stir into pot 
with 2/3 cup (150 ml) wa¬ 
ter.
